DELEGATES AT LARGE 
HOLD LOWDEN MONEY 


Goldstein and Moore Say 
They Will Return the 
Money If Lowden Is Not 

ominated—Alger Tells 
of Spending $70,000 of 
His Money for Wood. 


Washington, June 1.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Checks aggregat- 
ing $40,000, sent inte Missouri by 
the managers of*Governor Lowden’s 
‘campaign, were presented today to 
the senate committee investigating 
the preconvention expenditures of 
“presidential candidates. The checks 
were laid before the committee by 
Arthur Davis, of Harrisburg, II. 
at the direction of L. L. Emmerson, 
national manager of Governor Low- 
den’s campaign.. 

While most of the day was de- 
yoted by the committee to ques- 
tioning witnesses as to the expen- 
ditures of sums covered by the 
checks, primary contests in other 
states were touched upon. The com- 
mittee -sought further information 
». on the campaigns of Mejor Gen- 
-) eral Leonard Wood; in Michigan and 
Indiana, and the contest between 
General Wood and Senator Harding, 
in Ohio. 

In its inquiry into the Lowden 
zampaign in Missouri, the commit- 
tee questioned Nat Goldstein, clerk 
of the eighth judicial district, St. 
Louis, and his deputy, Robert E. 
Moore, delegates to the republican 
‘national corvention from Missouri, 
‘who testified that they each had 
received a check for $2,500 from 
the Lowden campaign fund. Both 
gaid the money still was .held to 
their account in banks and would 
be returned, unless Goyernor Low- 
den were nominated, in which event 
it would be used in the campaign. 

J. L. Babler, republican national 
eommitteeman from Missouri, whom 
Goldstein and Moore designated as 
the one who transmitted the checks 
to them from Mr. Emmerson, 4lso 
was questioned by the committee. 
BE. L. Morse, head of the Lowden 
campaign outside of St. Louis, an- 
other Missourian examined by the 

committee, testified that he had 
received by check from Mr. Emmer- 
gon approximately $32,000 and ex- 
pended it in “getting out the work- 
ers.” Babler got $17,000 of these 
fufids, he said, to reimburse him 
for similar expenditures. 

Both Moore and Goldstein testi- 
fied to having received the checks 
from Babler in the latter’s office 
with no specific instructions as to 

how the money should be used. 
Both said they had~declared no 
money was necessary in their con- 
_ gressional districts and that none 
was spent to get out Lowden senti- 
ment in the ward _meetings and dis- 
trict conventions. Moore said Bab- 
ler had told him “Aw, go ahead 
and take it” when he had hesitated 
about accepting the. check from 
Emmerson.

Chicago, Ill., June 1.—(Special.) 
Georgia occupied the center of the 
republican national stage today and 
the hearing of the contest before | 
the Hays committee quickly- devel- 
oped into an out-and-out battle be- 
tween the Wood and Lowden fac- 
tions in .the committee. Frank 
Hitchcock, # member of the com- 
mittee and one of thé Wood mana- 
gers, made a desperate fight, al- 
though he kept his own personali- 
ty largely camouflaged: while the 
old-timers were plainly in sympa- 
thy with the Lowden faction in 

Georgia. 

The latter fs scheduled on the 
committee calendar as “regulars,” 
and is led by Hénry Lincoln John- 
son, a colored lawyer of Atlanta, 
who pregented the case to the cem- 
Lmidtee. ‘The Wood, faction is led 
Roscoe Pickett, of Jasper, and C. 
W. McClure, of Atlanta, and the 


Hooper, of Tennessee. The: hear- 
ings created more ‘péneral interest 
than any befote the @ommittee, 
both» sides prody¢ing lengthy |! 
briefs and volumindus sworh tes- 
timony in support of the respec- 
tive contentions of régularity. 
_ Sent to Subcommittee. 

Georgia has seventeen votes in 
the national convention that are at 
stake. In view -ef the fact that 
the credentials of both delegates 
contained duplicate signatures of 
more than 150 of the accredited 
delegates. to the state convention 
the committee was forced to turn 
the whole testimony over to a 
séarching subcommittee to ascertain 
the whys and wherefore of the same 
delegates signing the credentiaits. 
This committee is headed by Sena- 
tor Waring and will not make its 
report until Wednesday forenoon, at 
which time also the delayed deci- 
sion on Florida is expected. 

So far the Hays committee has 
played true to them and geated 
the “regulars” in every instance, 
showing the domination of the “old 
guard,” and it is predicted that it 
will do the same thing in Georgia. 
If so, ex-Goverpor Hooper for the 
Pickett-Adamson-McClure wing will 
take his fight, before the conven- 
tion’s credentials committee. 

The big committee room was com- 
pletely filled when the Georgia case 
was called. Within the rail sat the 
committee. At the press table sat 
thirty or forty newspapermen. 
Fringing the rail were a hundred or 
more negro politicians from the 
south. 

Jehnson Told Committee. 

They were all there to hear Hen- 

ry Lincoln Johnson, one of the, best- 
known negro politicians in the 
country, tell the white folks “how 
come.” 
He did. He hati an armful of af- 
fidavits on every possible feature 
of the case and ever® time Gover- 
nor Hooper accused him of steam 
roller tactics in the Georgia con-. 
vention, he had one ready to prove 
it was not so. Governor Hooper 
would affidavit him right back. 
When they both presented affida- 
vits from 295 of the delegates to 
the state convention in which the 
Same men were recorded on both

Washington, June i1—The _ su- 
preme court, in an unanimous opin- 
ion today held that federal const! 
tional amendments cannot be sub- 
mitted to popular vote for ratifi- 
cation by states having referen- 
dum provisions in their constitu- 
tions. 

The method of ratifying amend- 
ments, the court held, is a national 
power specifically granted by the 
federal constitution and the states 
have no authority to previde other- 
wise, In so holding, the court de- 
clared inoperative provisions of the 
Ohio state constitution authorizing 
submission. of federal amendments 
to a referendum for ratifigation, 
and overturned state supreme court 
decrees dismissing injunction pro- 
ceedings Brought by George 6.

Next. to the cases fiveibtae the 
validity of the prohibition amend- 
ment, and the enforcement act, the 
Ohio referendum cases were con- 
sidered the most important before 
the supreme court. Had the court 
ruled otherwise, the decision would 
have most likely resulted, accord- 
ing to court officials, in the re- 
opening of‘the suffrage question in 
approximately a dozen states and 
the filing of petitions for a refer- 
endum vote. With 35 states, one 
less than the constitutional three- 
fourths having already ratified .the 
suffrage amendment, an opposite 
decision would unquestionably have 
banished all hopes of ratification 
prior to the November elections. — 

Decision and Prehibition. 

The decision, however, does not 
affect the pending prohibition cases 
as none involved that question ex- 
cept indirectly. In view ‘of the 
fact that 45 of the 48 states have 
alrehdy ratified the liquor amend- 
ment, attorneys in recently argu- 
ing. those cases before the supreme 
court conceded that even if the 
court held that the prohibition 
amendment could be submitted to 
the voters, enough states without 
referendum provisjons in their con- 


stitutions would remain to provide 


the required three-fourths, 

The court’s opinion, howéver, puts 
an end to any controversy as to 
whether Ohio has ratified both 
amendments, and puts both defi- 
nitely in the list of states approving 
each of the amendments. 

Power to ratify a federal amend- 
ment, according to the court’s opin- 
ion, which was rendered by Asso- 
ciate Justice Day, as derived from 
the federal constitution and a state, 
has no authority to designate the 
means of ratification. The language 
of the constitution, the opinion said, 
is Plain relative to ratification and 
“admits of no doubt in its interpre- 
tation.” 

Justice Day said that by requir- 
ing ratification to be by the “leg- 
islatures” the framers of the 
stitution meant the recognized leg- 
islative body in each state and 
characterized as “fallacious” argu- 
ments that, it was their tntent that 
ratification sheuld be by “the leg- 
islative action of the states througn 
the medium provided at the time 
of the proposed approval of an 
amendment.” i 

Ratificaiton of an amendment, 
the court held, is not a legislative 
act ang any other construction 
might result in endless confusion. 

Summary ef Decisien. 

“The court below erred in hold- 
ing that the state had authority 
to require the submission of the 
ratification to a referendum under 
the state constitution,” said the 
court’s opinion. 

The decision follows in part: 

“The question‘ for our considera

TRACE FATONGHP 
BOARDS ARE URGED 


Joel * Spingarn Suggests 
That Governors Name 
Commissions Composed 
of Representative Citi- 
zens. . 


Addresses on lynching and segre- 
gation and the suggestions of state 
commissions on race relationship 
featured the meeting Tuesday eve- 
ning of the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored Peo- 
ple at Big Bethel A. M. E. church, 
Major Joel E, Spingarn presiding. 

In his opening rag Mr. Spin- 
garn proposed a new an to bring 
about better. race relations. . ‘He 


perpvened the plan of forming per- 


anent commissions in each of the 
southern states, to consist of five 
leaders of their respective races in 
each state, and to be chosen by the 
governors on the basis of leader- 
ship and nov politics. Their duties 
would be to investigate causes of 
friction, to make recommendations 
for legislative and other means to 
Promote race harrmony and to have 
all matters relating to race. rela- 
tionship submitted to such com- 
mitteeg before the governor ap- 
proved the measures. 

Give Negro Representation. 

Mr. Spingarn stated that such 
commissions would give the negro 
the representation he now lacked. 
He stated that there are two ways 
at present of dealing with the ne- 
gro problem. One way is the 
method .of _individual leaders of 
both races meeting for betterment 
and harmany. This method, Mr. 
Spingarn stated, can come only if 


the white race acknowlgdge the 
equality of the, negro race in dis- 
cussion. The other means of solv- 
ing the problem, he said, will be 
the economic method, brought when 
labor in the south becomes so scarce 
that its lack becomes a menace to 
industrial dévelopment.

1917, stated that the greatest 
source of national weakness in the 
United States at the present time 
is ignorance and illiteracy. He 
Stated that illiteracy is not a sec- 
tfonal, but a national question, 
and urged the formation of a 
United States bureau of eduea- 
tion, .with a _ secretaryship ®in 
the cabinet. 


‘TiMteraty Figures. 


Mr. Russell pointed to the pres- 
ence of illiteracy in an alarming 
percentage in the northern states, 
as well as in the southern states. 
According to one authority, he said, 
Massaciiusetts, with its many col- 
leges and universities, has 141,009 
illiterates; Pennsylvania, 354,000; 
Maine, 24,000; New Jersey, 118,000; 
Rhode Island, 33,000. 

Mr. Russell stated that ‘60 per 
cent of the people of the south 
raising cotton camnot read the bu!- 
letins of the department of agri- 
culture on cotton. 

In talking of negro statistics in 
regard to education in the thirteen 
southern states, Mr. Russell stated 


+ that eight to,ten times more money 


is spent on the white child than on 
the negro child. In thirteen soutn- 
ern states the total eons Ba school 
buildings”; whites ount to 
$218,000,000, colored $20°000, 000, a 
ratio of 91.5 per cent white to 8.5 
per cent colored, although the col- 
ored population make up 30 per cent 
of the population in -these states. 

The total expenditure for upkeep 
yearly was $42,000,000 for whites 
and $8,000,000 for colored. 


Telegram from Elliott. 


Charles W. Elliott, president 
emeritus of Harvard university, 
sent the following telegram to the 
meeting: 

“Highest degree 
no distinction be made between 
application of public money to 
white schools and to negro schools 
throughout south. For interest of 
entire community. that children of 
the two races should have the same 
opportunity. The progress of 
equalization should: be begunh in ele- 
mentary schools and pressed with 
vigor.” 

William Pickens, associate field 
secretary for the asscciation, a ne- 
gro graduate of Yale university, 
made an address on lynching and 
segregation. “The test of a civili- 
gation is its relation to its weak- 
est and not its relation to its 
strorgest elements. If there be no 
justice in court for the criminal 
there is no justice in that count. 
If there be no freedom and democ- 
racy in any state for the negro, 
freedom and democracy are not in 
the state. The marginal man is the 
test. Insofar as the association 
has fought lynching and segrega- 
tion of colored people, it has de- 
fended American civilization even 
more than it has defended the ne- 
gro. Ultimately there cannot be 
one law for the white man and ane- 
other law for the black man in this 
country.” 

Rev. P. J. Bryant, pastor of the 
Wheat Street Baptist church, At- 
lanta, made a speech on the sub- 
ject of lynching and segregation. 


Spingarn Medal Awarded. 


In the afternoon, on the campus 
of Atlanta university, the largest 
negro university in the south, the 
Spingarn medal for the. greatest 
achievement in the past.4year by a 
man of African descent was pre- 
sented by Bishop John Hurst, of 
Baltimore, to Dr. W. BE, D. DuBois. 
At this afteérzoon meeting Dr. W. M. 
Adams, acting president of Atlanta 
university; John Hope, the presi- 
dent of Morehouse college, and 
Mary White Ovington, chairman of 
the board of directors, addressed + 
the audience. 

Today's meetings will be the last 
of this year’s conference. The eve- 
ning mass meeting will be devoted 
‘to education and the ballot, Bishop 
J. S. Flipper, of Atlanta, presiding. 

John E. Milholland, of New Work, 
and Mrs. W. Spencef Murray, mem- 
ber of the advisory council of the 
national women’s party, will talk. 
So will Rev. C. B. Wilmer, of At- 
lanta, president of the Protestant 
Episcopal churches, and Dr, W. E. 
B. DuBois. * 

At this time, too, resolutions to 
the president and both hauses of 
ccngress will be adopted and read.

Morse and Babler said they had 
understood Cole was for Lowden, 
with Senator Harding “perhaps” as 
a second choice. 

“Here is a G@elegate-at-large with 
$1,250 Harding money and $500 Low- 
den money,” said Senator Kenyon. 
“Who is third choice?’ 

Senator Spencer, reptblican, Mis- 
souri, said Cole had received the 
Harding money to sound sentiment 
for Harding as second choice. After 
a brief wrangle between Senators 
teed and Spencer over injection of 
legislation by any other than the 
man involved in statements made by 
witnesses, the committee ordered 
Cole subpoenaed. 

How Alger Spent for Wood. 


Additional information as to the 
Wood campaign in Michigan_ was 
presented by Fred A. Alger, Detroit, 
‘who said he had personally con- 
tributed $50,000 of the $54,000 Wood 
fund raised and expended in the 
state and aiready in the committee’s 
records. He had also expended per- 
zonally, he added, “$22,000 on $23,- 
000” for Wood in the state primary 
election and of his total expendi- 
tures of more than $70,000, he said: 

“I was proud to do it. I would 
do it again.” 

Alger said he had first intended 
to seek subscriptions, but when the 
first “unjust” talk of a supposi- 
titious’’ financial ring behind Wood’s 
candidacy came up, had decided to 
He said 
he expected nv return from his ex- 
penditures ‘which were for “public 
service.’ 

Frederick A. Joss, of Indianapo- 
lis, said he had been “personally” 
asked by General Wood to handle 
the Wood campaign in Indiana. He 
told of the way in which approx!i- 
mately $58,000 had been spent, 50 
per cent for advertising, in that 
state, in Wood’s interest, his fig- 
ures checking with those already 
before the committee. 

Robert F. Wolfe, a Columbus 
(Ohio) publisher; told of his fight 
against ‘‘certain elements” in the 
republican political ranks of the 
state, which had led him to oppose 
the Harding candidacy. He said he 
had told Senator Harding he would 
not support him if the campaign 
was turned over to this “inside co- 
terie,” and finally named Harry M. 
Daugherty, Senator Harding’s man- 
ager, as the man against whom his 
attack was directed. Wolfe said 
the “reflex” of his opposition had 
favored the Wood campaign in Ohjo, 


although he had’ not openly sup- 


ported the general. He estimated 
that the Wood.and Parding forces 
had each expended $100,000 in the 
state, but said he had no positive 
information on-the amounts. 

One feature of the Missouri’ sit- 
uation which drew the attention of 
committee members particulariy 
was the statements of Morse and 
Babler, that when the Lowden proj- 
ect was first mentioned to them 
they believed no. sentiment haa 
“crystallized” for Lowden in Mis- 
souri. Both said’ they had person- 
ally favored the candidacy of Sen- 
ator Johnson, of California; 
long as he had a @ehance.” Bablér 
edded that in December or Janu- 
ary of this year, when the Lowden 
he did not 
believe Johnson :“‘had a ghost of @ 
chance,” which influenced his ac- 
tion.

“This intention,” he added, “has 
been reached since I received all 
this unpleasant publicity.”

Mr. Moore said he was elected 
jJelegate to the national convention. 

“You got this money before you 
were a candidate, and before any- 
body knew you were for Lowden?”

The present document is of inter- 
national importance, while the other 
was wholly of a national character. 
The papacy’s veto, proelaimed 
Pius IX., after 1870, te all the Cath- 
olic heads of states, forhidding tham 
to visit Rome had momentous con- 
seque .e 8. 

Of ‘all the papal protests trans- 
lated into action, which the Holy 
See proclaimed after the fai oi 
temporal power, only one s'irvives—- 
the voluntary imprisonment of the 
pope within the walls of the vati- 
can. <A strong fceling exists among 
Catholics, including the section most 
loyal to the pontiff, that he should 
desist from this form of protest, 
which, of late it has been urged is 
of no further advantage under prés- 
ent conditions. 

Claims to Temporal Power. 

Pope Benedict announces An. his 
encyclical that, while he maintains 
the claims of the Holy See to tem- 
poral power, he rescinds the order 
forbidding Catholic rulers to visit 
the King of Italy in Rome. It is 
understood the first monarch to vis- 
it Rome ‘under the new conditions 
will be King Alfonso of Spain.

At last, it seems, congress is 
about to do something for one ‘of 
the most faithful, efficient, self- 


sacrificing and altogether deserv- 


ing classes of employees in the 
public service: Those of the post- 
office department. 

A bill, providing for pay in- 
creases averaging $130 annually 
per employee, to be followed by ad- 
ditional increases for eacb of three 


successive years, has been prepared 
by the joint congressional investi- 
gating committee, after a careful 
study of conditions affecting the 
postal workers, and introduced con- 
currently in both branches of con- 
gress; and it is expected the meas- 
ure will be passed, to become ef:- 
fective as of July 1, 1920. 

This measure affects approxi- 
mately 275,000 employees in the 
postal service—true-hearted, patri- 
otic, patient men and women who 
'' have been forced to subsist on 
'' what amounts virtually to starva- 
tion wages, under the pitiless pol- 

icy of “get-all-you-can-for-as-little-as- 
possible” that has characterized the 
Burleson administration of the 
postal department. 

“The relief provided for in. the 
pending measure is little enough, 
and it is woefully tardy; but, never- 
theless, such as it is it is both wel- 
30me and encouraging. 

Throughout the war and the ex- 
wting period of high living costs, 
the attitude of the government to- 
ward its postal employees in the 
matter of compensation for service 
has been most unjust. 

While private enterprises have 

- Seen raising the pay standards of 

heir workers from time to time to 
keep pace with the constant in- 
ereases in the cost of living—a pol- 
{icy which likewise has prevailed in 
most of.the federal departments— 
the employees of the postal service 

Jave been held practically to the 
yage standards under which the de- 

A partment operated before the world 
war. 

They have been unable to provide 
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more than the bare necessities for f world. 


themselves and families, and with- 

out being able to accumulate any 

semblance of a competency against 

,the proverbial “rainy day” or old 

age. 

For years they have appealed and 
pleaded, individually and en masse, 
for ‘the’ traditional American 

“square deal” to which they and all 

right-thinking people have known 

they were entitled. 

Many of them, unable to longer 
bear the strain and the pinch of 
poverty, have reluctantly resigned, 
greatly to the detriment of the serv- 
ice; and thousands of their fellows 
would have been forced to do like- 

| wise in the near future had not the 
' government taken this step to prop- 
erly provide for them. 

Through all their privations and 
sufferings and “toil without recom- 
pense, tears all in vain,” the great 
body of these men have loyally and 
manfully stood by their post of. 
duty! 

They are organized; but they 
bave not gone out on strike. 

With them it has been duty first, 
last and all the time! 

They have sought to gain fair 
| ‘treatment by means of argument 
and appeal and by, patriotic fidelity 
to American tradition rather than 
by drastic action that would throw 

the whole country in disorder. 
The patience, forbearance and 
patriotic service of the postal em- 
 ployees throughout this period of 
se ‘ational stress and of their own 
* fiurdships constitute a record that 
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THE NEXT FIFTY YEARS. 

Sir Auckland Geddes, British am- 
bassador to the United States, 
spoke with prophetic wisdom when, 
in an address before the 1920 grad- 
uating class of George Washington 
university the other day, he de- 
clared that “the next fifty or sixty 
years are going to be the miost glo- 
rious or the most disastrous in the 
history of the world.” 

-He is right in his assumption that 
the period of which he speaks can 
be made “the most glorious in the 
history of the world;” but that can 
come about only by international 
unification of purpose in that di- 
rection. : 

If all nations will combine in ef- 
fort to establish world-wide peace 
the future of the world will, indeed, 
be golden. 

But, on the other hand, if nations 
are to remain discreetly distant 
from each other in thought and 
purpose; each suspicious and jeal- 
ous of the others; each with clavée 
distended, ready on a moment’s no- 
tice to spring at each other’s throat, 
we can hope for nothing better 
than a realization of the* gloomy 
alternative in Sir Auckland’s pic- 
ture. 

As for the part the United States 
must play in determining what the 
future of the world shall be—a part 
from which it cannot escape—this 
country, by reasons of its geograph- 
ical position, its commercial power, 
and its enlightenment, wields a pe- 
culiar and tremendous influence, 
and its responsibility is proportion- 
ately so. . 

It is idle for America, in this 
day of progress, to attempt igola- 
tion from the balance of mankind, 
and to say that we will take no pig't 
in world-wide developments. 

In ‘this day of scientific develop- 
ment, of the cable, of radio, of 
“rapid transit” international com- 
munication by land and by water, 
by air and under the sea—in this 
day, when, in the matter of time, 
we are nearer to Europe than New 
York was to Philadelphia in Wash- 
ington’s day—it is nonsense for us 
to assume that we can avoid “en- 
tanglements” with the other na- 
tions of the world. : 

As a matter of fact, strictly for. 
eign interests have almost ceased 
to exist. 

It is no longer possible for one 
nation to remain sequestered from 
other nations. Events and policies, 
governmental and otherwise, that 
affect Italy or Denmark, for, in: 

essentially concern thé 
United States and every other na- 
tion. 

And the attitude of the American 
government toward foreign powers 
a& century ago—wise and sound as 
it,was in its day—is of necessity no 
better adapted to present-day con- 
ditions than would be the traffic 
laws of Boston in John Adams’ 
time in this day of trolley cars and 
automobiles. 

We cannot keep out European 
commerce, neither can we keep out 
European ideas, good nor bad, so 
long as they may be carried to us 
by steamship in less time than a 
man in Jefferson’s lifetime could 
have carried a message across the 
state of Georgia, and so long as 
they may be flashed to our shores 
by cable or radfo in less time than 
Patrick Henry could have conveyed 
a message the distance of a city 
block! 

The baneful influence of rad- 
icalism, revolutionism, anarchism, 
originating in Europe, embraces 
every civilized nation in the 
It threatens and, menaces orderly 
everywhere; every 
nation is in peril from it, 

No one nation can conquer nor 
cope with it; means of rapid com- 
munication between men and na- 
tidns—of quick transportation of 
men and intelligence—have been 
developed to a degree that makes 
that impossible, 

‘But it can be conquered by all 
nations working and pulling to- 
gether, co-operating in a cattse that 
is of common and mutual interest.

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A SAFE VACATION—1. 
SEEKING HEALTH. 
Among the numerous dangers of 


being alive is the danger of pick- 


ing up typhoid infection while off 
on the quest of health. In the re- 
cent past returned vacationists 
down with typhoid kept many a 
physician from getting away for 
his autumn vacation.. But typhoid 
fever, being strictly a filth dis- 
ease, prevailing in direct ratio 
with the filthiness of the people of 
the cOmmunity, is becoming less and 
less common. Even in the more 
enlightened districts of the unen- 
lightehed south you will now find 
screens on the windows and a cer- 
tain suspicion among the populace 


that flies around the place betray 
filthy surroundings. 

Cooks and other food handlers 
ought to be certified in good sum- 
mer resorts. The guest has a right 
to know that those who handle and 
serve his food are not typhoid car- 
riers. If this seems a little far- 
fetched at first blush, it is not one 
whit more visionary than certified 
milk, which is an attractive detail 
of many good resorts. Without cer- 
tification by the health authorities, 
how is the guest to know that the 
waiter or cook has not had typhoid 
fever or is not still eliminating ty- 
phoid bacilli and possibly contami- 
nating the food therewith? This is 
the only assurance of safety the 
guest has, unless he is protected 
against typhoid infection by anti- 
typhoid vaccination or prophylaxis. 

Flies, conveying unmentionable 
filth direct to the food on the table 
from \their favorite feeding and 
breeding places and human food 
handlers unconsciously contaminat- 
ing the\food they prepare and serve 
are the\two chief sources of ty- 
phoid epidemics today. Water is 
seldom responsible. But if circum- 
stances force the vacationist to 
drink the water from a doubtful 
source, it may be rendered safe by 
dissolving in each five gallons of 
water and allowing to stand at 
least half an hour before drinking, 
one five-grain capsule of fresh 
ehlorinated lime. This does not af- 
fect the taste or potability of the 
water. 

If the milk is not certified it may 
be rendered safe by pasteurizing 
at home or in camp. his is done 
by heating the milk up to 140 de- 
grees Fahrenheit and holding at 
that temperature 30 minutes, then 
cooling. 
all disease germs, 

Fruit or vegetables eaten un- 
cooked should be very thoroughly 
washed, even though they seem 
clean when delivered; this igs to re- 
move not only possible pollution 
with typhoid germs, but also the 
invisibl @Zges of worme. 

It should no longer be necessary 
to caution the camper that water 
which is perfectly clear, perfectly 
tasteless and perfectly cold is not 
necessarily free from pollution from 
neighboring outhouse, cesspool or 
ground drain.

In a week 
or ten days the callus will be soft- 
ened and easily removable. of

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BOYS’ HICH SCHOOL 
PRINGPAL RESIGNS 


Declaring that the lack of finan- 
cial support of the schools had 
made the position of principal of 


the boys’ High school too burden- 
some for him to continue as the 
head of the institution, Bugene 
Ragland, a member of the faculty 
of the school for twenty years, an- 
xounced Tuesday that he would re- 
\2n at the end of thev-school term 
Friday. He gave as an additional 
reason for resigning that he wishes 
to give more time to personal! busi- 
ness affairs, and stated ‘that he is 
considering entering the real estate 
business. 

In taking leave of the system Mr, 
Ragland scored the low’ salaries 
paid to Atlanta’s* school teachers, 
the abolition of the eikhth grade 
in the grammar schools, and the 
university high school plan which 
has been advocated for the city. 


Leaves With Regrets. 

“There is no man in Atlanta who 
has the interests of her school dear- 
er to heart or who loves the Boys’ 
High school better than do I,” de- 
clared Mr. Ragland. “I have been a 
member of the faculty of the Boys’ 
High school for twenty years. I 
have loved and worked for the 
school during all that time, and I 
will continue to love the schoo! and 
do whatever I can for it wntil I 
die. I am leaving the school with 
the tenderest regard for the boys 
and for the faculty, but it is im- 
possible for me to serve longer at 
its head under present conditions.” 

Mr. Ragland asserted that it has 
been next to impossible to secure 
teachers for the high school during 
the past-year. “The reason is not 
far to seek,” he said. “We can of- 
fer them only $1,800 or $1,909 a 
year at a maximum, and it is abso- 
lutely impossible in this day and 
time to get suitable teachers for 
the high school for less than $2,200 
to $2,500." © 

Speaking of the abolition of the 
eighth grammar school grade, which 
is one of the steps toward the 
founding of a university high school 
system, he made the following re- 
marks: 

University High School, 

“The entire teaching foree of the 
city agrees with me, I am _ sure, 
that the eighth grades should be re- 
established at no matter what cost,” 
he said. “Their abolition was a di- 
rect and vital blow at high school 
work. Under present conditions, the 
morale of the first grade high 
school is shot to bits, and flunk- 
ing’ has bécome a matter of course 
to the first-year students, a danger- 
ous habit for them to form. This 
is only one misfortune to grow out 
of the university high school plan. 
It has caused,an educational crime 
which should be righted forthwith. 

“As for the Boys’ High school, it 
occupies a distinct 5 iritual exist- 
ence in Atlanta,” e continued, 
“and if it were destroyed to give 
way to a cosmopolitan high school, 
it would not only result in the loss 
of faculty members who would 
withdraw, but it would result in 
the loss of traditions, history, pride 
and morale to the whole c.ty of At- 


lanta.”

Washington, June 1.—Attorney 
Geenral Palmer, replying today be- 
fore the house rules committee to 
criticisms leveled at his department 
by Louis F. Post, assistant secretary 
of labor, declared that Mr. Post had 
set himself above congress and the 
law in the handling of deportation 
cases. 

The attorney general asserted 
that Assistant Secretary Post’s en- 
tire official career had been marked 
by a friendliness toward radicals 
which had done much toward en- 
couraging the growth and develop- 
ment of their program. He further 
charged that Mr. Post had proceeded 
on his person4l view that the de- 
portation law is wrong; had defied 
the rules of evidence as laid down 
by the courts; had shown favors to 
Violators of the law and their at- 
torneys; had refused “common cour- 
tesy to the department of justice, 
and had, fin order to distract pub- 
lic attention from his obvious fail- 
ure to perform, his own duty, show- 
ered upon the department of justice 
&@ mass of charges of misconduct.” 

Delve Into Post’s Record. 

Mr. Palmer was before the com- 

mittee, which is fnquiring into the 


official conduct of Mr. Post, nearly 
five hours, and then did not com- 
plte his statement. He urged the 
committee to delve deep in Mr. 
Post’s record, declaring that many 
things which might interest you” 
could be found. 

Citing what he characterized as 
instances of Mr. Post’s maladminis- 
tration, the attorney general said 
the assistant labor secretary “had 
seen fit to create in Detroit a com- 
mittee known as the advisory com- 
mittee of Detroit citizens,” which 
he said had been permitted to pass 
upon all questions of bond for aliens 
arrested on deportation warrants. 
The attorney general added he knew 
of no authority of law for this ac- 
tion, yet Mr. Post had given this 
committee “access to all government 
records.” He gave the committee a 
copy of the telegram to P. L. Pren- 
tiss, immigration inspector at De- 
troit, in which Mr. Post instructed 
the Inspector to release ten persons 
on bail of $500. The telegram added 
that should “the advisory committee 
so elect, the aliens may be paroled 
in lieu of bail to the committee, or 
such member three of the committee 
may designate.” 

The department of justice, Mr. 
Palmer said, had been handicapped 
for “many months” because it had 
“collided with the stubborn inca- 
pacity of Louis F. Post,” in attempt- 
Statement tomorrow he would give 
further details of “very unsatisfac- 
tory relations” between the depart- 
ment of justice and labor in dealing 
with deportations cases.

the postal clerks of Atlanta Tues- 

y over the action of the joint 
congressional committee on postal 
salaries Monday recommending that: 
postal employees be granted higher 
pay. In expressing their satisfac- 
tion at the action, several of the 
prominent members of the clerks’ 
association expressed a regret that 
the public was not better acquaint- 
ed with the situation surrounding 
the handling of the mails. 

In speaking of the Terminal) rail- 
way postoffice, located in the base- 
ment of the Terminal station, one 
of the clerks said: 

“Immense quantities of letters and 
registered mail parcels post, papers 
and circulars are sent from all over 
the country to this terminal for dis- 
tribution and dispatcn. It is the 
great clearing house for the postal 
service in this section and is under 
the jurisdiction of tne railway mail 
service, and rowhere has the effect 
xa low wages been more keenly 

eit. 

It was further said that more 
than one-third of these men draw a 
minimum salary of $1,300 a year, 
many of them married and rearing 
and educating families. It was also 
said by the clerks tnat the basic 
pay of the men was $900 per annum, 
since the temporary increase of 
$400 right he cut off at any time. 

“It has bgen claimed recently,” 
continued a rominent member of 
the association, “that the postal 
service is efficient and that” new 
men are coming in as fast as they 
are needed. This cannot be true. 
as plainly shown by the fact that of 
the 132 employees in the Terminal, 
forty-nine are uncertified, having 
ieVor taken the civil service exami- 
nations. These men cannot be re- 
quired to studv distribution schemes 
and are therefore not trained, effi- 
cient workers. 

“Another thing that destroys ef- 
ficiency at the Terminal is the many 
resignations and consequent 
chanzes. Many of the men regard 
it as a temporary job until they 
can better themselves. The lack of 
postal workers is being keenly felt.”

CONTRACT UNCHANGED 
FOR COTTON FUTURES 


Washington, June 
Wilson today signed the afhnual 
agricultural appropriation bill 
Which continues in force the pres- 
ent cotton futures contract under 
Which trading on the cotton ex- 
change is carried on. 

Provisions in the wheat control 
bill of 1918 restricting delivery of 
cotton on exchanges to ten grades, 
were made permanent in the bill. 
These provisions would have ter- 
minated today under the origina] 
legislation. 

Owing to the effect termination 
of these restrictions was expected 
to have upon the cotton markets, 
signing of the measure by Speaker 
Gillett and Vice President Marshall 
was expedited at the instance of 
Senator Smith, democrat, of South 
Carolina. Mr. Smith also _ inter- 
ceded with the agricultural depart- 
ment and had it waive its right to 
go over the bill before the president 
finally approved it. 

The bill carries an appropriation 
of $31,000,000 for the department 
for the year beginning July 1. 

Comer Amendment Repealed. 

Washington, June ¥1.—An error in 
the enrollment of the agriculture 
appropriation bi)l caused the Comer 
amendment, relating to sale of cot- 
ton, to become a law despite the ad- 
verse action of congress, Chairman 
Haugen, of the house agriculture 
committee, today told the house. 
To correct this, the house adopted a 
resolution repealing the amend- 
ment, sending it to the senate. 

Under the amendment, a buyer of 
cotton would have been permitted 
to demand delivery of half of his 
purchased quantity in the grades of 
middling or better, the seller to 
choose the grades in which he 
would deliver the other half.
